Unity Freeman-Mitford’s Par- 


ent Writes Note to London

LONDON, March 9 (AP).—Lord 


Redesdale, father of Unity Free- 
man-Mitford, disclosed today that 
he has received “a flood of anony- 


mous letters of abuse” in connec- 


tion with his daughter’s friendship 
for Hitler.

Lord Redesdale, complaining 
about the abusive letters, wrote 
the Times that his only desire now 
was for “the earliest possible vic- 
tory for the Allies.”

.0 the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HETHER teachers do or do not 
need training cannot be decided by 

people who will not look at the record 

and examine the facts, nor can it be de- 
cided by college professors who are sub- 
ject-matter specialists, whose years given 


to training and thinking in the field of 
their expertness inevitably lead them to | 
know “more and more about less and | 
less.” | 
There is only one way to decide wheth- 
ér a professional study of education has 
value, and that is the pragmatic test, 
“What difference does it make?” 
. - ~ 
I must, because of limited space, indi- 
cate but one—and that very briefly—of 
the products of the elementary schol. 
The most conspicuous diff ce seen is 
in the application of scientific ‘knowledge 
in -reading. Pupils in /the elementary 
schools now learn to read within a month 
or two, and, within their first year of 
school, read 30 or 40 simple first-grade 
readers, taking an actual delight in do- 
ing so, whereas pupils of a generation 
ago spent nearly a year on one book. 
We have made more progress in teach- 
ing reading and the fundamental skills in 
the last 30 years than in the previous 
2000 or 3000 years. 
Another result of education is seen in 
the process. Pupils today don’t creep 
like snails unwillingly to school. The 
school teachers used always to be pic- 
tured with the badge of office of the 
profession, a bundle of rods. But not to- 
day. Let the skeptics see if they can 
acccunt for this by any other explanation 
than that the handling of small chil- 
dren, in fact, all children, has been a 
master concern of the profession. It 
cannot have been a happenstance, else 
it would not have been 3000 years in ar- 
riving.

‘RICHARD MURPHY MUST GO! 

The most urgent matter requiring attention in the 
St. Louis public school cleanup is the ouster 
from the School Board of its discredited member, 
Richard Murphy. . 

His irregular conduct was exposed almost 
months ago, with the disclosure that Henry J. Ger- 
ling, while Superintendent, had speculated with 
school relief money intrusted to his care, Murphy, 
it was shown, had sold him some $150,000 worth of 
securities over an eight-year period for one felief 
fund alone. Not only that, but Murphy charged 
Gerling fancy prices for his purchases, often far 
above market quotations. Furthermore, a clerk of 
Gerling quoted the Superintendent as saying, at one 
stage of his devious game, that he would like to quit 
his speculations, but Murphy wouldn't let him! And 
for years, it was shown, Murphy had used his posi- 
tion on the board to. peddle his securities among 
teachers and other school employes. 

After the disclosures, it did not take the board long 
to kick out the Superintendent, but Murphy hangs on. 

There was high indignation among other board 
members when. the unsavory details came to light. 
Said Mark Eagleton, board president: “Murphy has 
been positively resented by every member of the 
board.” Six members were quoted as saying he 
should resign at once, Six members signed a letter 
requesting his immediate resignation, but it some- 
how got sidetracked, and was never delivered. 


His removal could be brought about if a board 


member filed an ouster motion in the Circuit Court. 
Why has ‘this not been done? One reason for Mr. 
Eagleton’s recent resignation gesture was, he ex- 
plained, Murphy's continued presence on the board. 
What is Mr. Eagleton now doing to remove a man 
he has denounced as unfit to sit on the board? 

Murphy is reported ill, but that fact alone cannot 
explain the board’s peculiar hesitancy. Three un- 
excused absences from board meetings mean auto- 
matic removal of a member. Application of this 
long-standing rule is assuredly in order, and could 
not be termed persecution, yet the board has refused 
to apply it. Why? 

Murphy has openly admitted the bond sales to 
Jerling, and the’ excessive prices. He has said he 
would resign “perhaps within a year” because of his 
health. He is not now functioning as a board mem- 
ber, in one of the school system’s most serious crises. 
Then why this extravagant solicitude by men who 
have bitterly criticised Murphy’s copduct? Why this 
delay in meeting the public’s expectation and making 
good the word of board members? 

The issue is much more important than the pride 
or convenience of one man. If the scandalous school 
situation is to be permanently cleaned up, the work 
must start with the board, to replace with conscien- 
tious citizens some of the members now interested 
only in personal profit. Murphy is holding a seat 
which the Mayor might fill with an honorable and 
zealous appointee. 

That is. the public’s interest in the case. What 
about the board’s? Every day that the other mem- 
bers tolerate Murphy’s continuance, they in effect 
approve his past conduct. The condemnatory words 
of six members are on record. Unless they act to 
make those words mean something, their statements 
are nothing short of hypocrisy. 

The public can have no confidence in anything the 
board does so long as it fails to get rid of this dis- 


so-called “liberal” training has made 
teachers most illiberal in their perform- 
ance in the classroom. They — have 
learned to have an unjustifiable respect 
for the accumulation of facts, rather than 
a respect for the pupil and his personal 
integrity. 

I say this even with the risk of being 
misunderstood. I would be the last to 
say that facts are not important. We 
need facts, but we need the kind of facts 
in the classroom that will produce a 
change in pupils, but never facts for 
facts’ sake. It is not knowledge that we 
especially want, but wisdom. 


Yet even in the high school, a very tra- 
ditional institution, attention to a pro- 
fessional study of education has made a 
difference. The national investigations 
of the modern foreign language teachers 
showed conclusively that teaching of for- 
eign languages can be improved 200 per 
cent by using technics which have been 
advocated by professional educators. 

With a serious attempt to apply psy- 
chological principles and technics of pro- 
fessional educators, the achievement 
throughout the high school would show 
almost unbelievable improvement.

The Polish emigre Government in Paris is issuing 
a White Paper charging Poland’s German conquerors 
with mass executions of men, women and boys as 
part of a deliberate plan to reduce the native popu- 
lation. The most revolting single atrocity laid to 
the Germans is the shooting at Bydgoszcz of 136 
Polish schoolboys, 12 and 13 years old. 

Undoubtedly, the Nazis are guilty of most of the 
crimes in the catalog of national and international 
misconduct. The known facts of their aggression 
and tyranny are enough to offend anyone with a 
democratic or humane outlook. 

But these White Papers are documents which are 
not characterized by a perfect objectivity even in 
times of peace. In time of war, as we learned from 
historians who examined the White Papers issued 
in the last great European war, they are by no 
means to be accorded full credibility. 

This was found to be true even of the White Pa- 
pers and Blue Books issued by Great Britain, It 
is probably even more true of those issued by a pro- 
visional Government such as that of the Poles in 
Paris, which is understandably embittered and lack- 
ing in facilities to check reports. 

In brief, White Papers in wartime savor of propa- 
ganda and must be evaluated accordingly.

POLITICS IN OLD-AGE ASSISTANCE. 
From the Independence Examiner, 

ISSOURI'S old-age assistance rolls this 

month carry 84,699 persons, an _ in- 
crease over the previous high of 1938. The 
sales tax produces a little less than $2,000,- 
000 a month. Kansas City and St. Louis 
pay a large proportion of this amount and 
furnish the money for counties which pay 
a small amount. If instead of 84,000 per- 
sons on the list there were 50,000, the State 
would be able to pay each one the $30 a 
month we are aiming at, instead of $18.48. 

The rolls are padded politically. The 
law says a recipient must be in need. The 
practice is to be very liberal and give to 
everybody we can. This, and not the amount 
of money, is the trouble. 

If the old-age assistance rolls were re- 
duced to the meaning of the law, Missouri 
with its present sales tax could give every 
needy person of the required age the $30 
a month. It would take a hard-boiled Gov- 
ernor who is not a candidate and a stern 
board to take off those already on the lists 
who should not be there. This is not being 
done. The result is that needy aged are get- 
ting about half what they should and would 
receive more but for the thousands who 
are on the rolls and should not be,

Economic failure in Europe had

The mastoid bone or, more proper 
ly, the mastoid process of the tem- 
poral bone, is a smoothly spherical 
protuberance It is not solid, but 
hollow, honeycombed with cavities 
which are lined with mucous mem- 
brane and are connected with the 
cavity of the middle ear. This ana- 
tomical connection is what causes 
the mastoid to become inflamed 
when there is infection of the mid- 
die ear. Pus (matter) may form. 

Any collection of matter in the 
middle ear, any draining of the ear, 
suggests to the doctor the possibil- 
ity of mastoid involvement. 

Infection of this sort involves 
children more than twice as often 
as adults. 

How can you tell when the mas- 
toid is affected?’ There is no sign) 
that is distinctive, but there are a 
number of signs which indicate 
that something is wrong. Swelling 
and tenderness behind the ear are 
generally preent. Pains on one 
side of the head are an early 
symptom. Fever is always present. 

Taken in connection with a dis- 
charge from the ear, swelling and 
pains in the mastoid region are 
good causes for intelligent anxiety. 

Discharge from the ear does not 
mean that the pus in the ear has 
necessarily been completely _re- 
moved. The pus may burrow 
through a small opening in the 
ear drum, but a quantity of infec- 
tion may be locked up in the mid- 
die ear. ;

Equipment Is 
Labor Saver 
By Edith M. Barber ° 


OOD tools for the kitchen work- 
G shop make food preparation 

much easier. They save: time 
and prevent waste of good food. A 
kitchen need not be “model” in 
every sense of the term to be effi- 
cient. Good equipment is more im- 
portant than matching colors or 
cottage curtains. There is no rea- 
son, however, why this room in 
which most women spend a great 
deal of time each day should not 
be as attractive as possible. 

Every housekeeper would like to 
have the opportunity of designing 
and equipping a new kitchen to suit 
her needs and taste. While this is 
not always possible, rearrangements 
can often be made at comparatively 
little expense. Minor alterations 
such as changing cupboard shelves 
and dividing some of them vertical- 
ly so that there may be convenient 
places for cookie sheets, trays, and 
pot covers, will make work go more 
easily.. Partitioning drawers in the 
work table or cabinet ‘2 order that 
there may be a place for all types 
of small utensils, is also helpful. 
Equipment which is seldom used 
should have a place of its own 
away from those things which are 
used everyday. 

The kitchen should be well light- 
ed both during the day and after 
dark. We cannot, af course, al- 
ways change the location, type, or 
number of windows, but we can see 
that the artificial lighting is not 
only bright enough but also ar- 
ranged so that every portion of the 
room is bright without glare. This 
may be accomplished by the use of 
one or more indirect lighting fix- 
tures, These may be supplemented 
by small bulbs or rods above .the 
work centers. 

Utensils and supplies should be 


shelves near the places where they 
are to be used. No further sugges- 
tions are necessary or pra be- 
cause your own experience ll 
show you what is most convenient 
for your own work. This is also 
true when it comes to containers 
for supplies. Many products to- 
day can be purchased in cartons 
with covers that can be replaced, 
or with spouts for pouring. Pack- 
ages which cannot be covered tight- 
ly after having been opend, may be 
emptied into storage containers 
which may be square rather than 
round, if you must save space. A 
ventilated bin especially designed 
for storing vegetables should be 
part of the kitchen equipment.
